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i ſtitute, and to all and ſupdry whom theſe 
& fe [ preſents do or may concern , Greeting : 
| - Foraſmuch as the quieting of the Highlands 
and Iles, and the dutiful and peaccable carriage and deportment 
of the nhabitants within the ſame , is of great concernment , not 
onety as to the peace and intercſt of the Shires and Bounds where 
they hve , being alarge and cquliderable part of Our Kingdom 3 
but alfo of the neighbouring and. adjacent Countries and Shires, 
which ly open and are ſubject rothe incurfions, depredations, and 
the barbarous cruclty and appreflign of Theeyes , Sarners and 
broken men , when the Highlands are indifoxder. And upon the 
confideration foreſajd, , We and Our Royal Anceſtors have been 
moſt careful to preſerye and ſecure the quiet and peace of the ſaid 
Highlands and Iflesz andin order thereto, fromwme to time, with 
advice of the Eftatcs of Parliament,and of thew Privy Council, have 
made and cmitted divers good Laws, Statutes, Acts of Parhament 
and Council, Proclamations, and Qrders,and in ſpecial,by the nine- 
ty two Ad of King James the f1xth,m hiscleventh Parliament, Our 
Roal Grandfather of blefled memary, entituled, Ament the quieting 
of diſordered Subjets, Inhabitants of the Borders, Highlands aud Iſles; 
It is ſtatute, that a certain time ſhall be ſet apart by the Lards of 
Privy Council, to receive, hear and aniwer all complaints concern» 
ing thediſordercd and troubleſome Subjects inhabitants of the High- 
lands, and attempts committed by them upon Qurgoodand peace- 
able Subjetts of the In-countrey 3 and that a particularRegiſter 
be keeped of all things that ſhall happen to be done and directed, 
in matters concerning the quictneſsand good pales of the Highlands, 
nn manner contained at length in the ſaid Ad. And by the nin 
three ACt of the forcſaid Parliament, it isſtatyxe; that all Land! 
and Bailiffs in the Highlands, where broken men have dwelt or do 
dwell.ſhould be charged to find ſufficient caytian and ſoverty landed 
men 1m the In-countrey, under the. painof rebellion in manneratter- 
mentioned 3 That isto ſay, If any oftheir Men-tennents , Servants 
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or Indwellers upontheir Lands, Steedings, Rooms and Poieſions, 
or within their Bailerics, ſhall commit any maſtertul reef, theft, or 
reſſet of theft , depredations , open and avowed fire-railings upon 
deedly feeds, Thatthe Landlords and Bailifisupon whoſe Lands and 
in whoſe Juriſdiftion they dwell, ſhall bring andpreſentthe perlons 
complained upon to juſtice, to abide tryal and undcrly the Law 
for the ſame, and that the ſaids Landlords and Bailifts ſhall ſatisfie 
the parties skaithed and grieved, in manner therein mentioned. And 
likewiſe, that the Landlords and Bailiffs concur”, fortific and aſſiſt 
othersin removing all perſons diſobedient toOur Laws,or tugitives 
therefrom.,out of their Lands and Poſleflions; And in caſe auy refuſe 
to concur to the effett fore{aid, that it ſhall be lawtul to pare the 
rſon refuſing and his Cautioner, for redreof theskaith ſuſtained 
y the party hurt, and the Landlords and Bailifts to have their re- 
lief of the perfon refuſing : And incaſe any-perſon, Landlord or Baj- 
liff receive or reflet any perſon fugitive, after the committing of 
the crime, upon their Lands, and ftayes and arreſts them not when 
they paſs through their bounds withany other mens Goods reft or 
ſtollen, that they ſhall be holden to Oy and preſent the perſon 
offendingto Juſtice, and to ſatisfie and redreſs. the parties skaithed, 
in manner therein contained. And that the chictof the Clan, in the 
bounds where broken men dwells, and through which they repair 
in their paſlingto ſtealand reeve or returning therefrom, ſhall be 
bound to makethe like ſtay and arreſtment as theLandlords or Bai- 
liffs, and ſhall be ſubje&to the like redreſs and action criminal or 
civil, in caſe oftheir failzie or — as the ſaid At of Parlia- 
ment, containing divers other Heads and Articles to the fame pur- 
poſe, at length bears. Likeas, in the foreſaid Parliament, 40, one 
thouſand five hnndred and eighty ſeven years , divers other Laws 
and Adtsof Parliament are made and enacted to the ſame- purpoſe, 
as appears by the hundred A&, entituled, The manner how (oods 
taken away may be repeated ; and the hundred and two A of the 
faid Parliament, entituled, Dittay ſhould be taken up anent black-mail ; 
and by the hundred and third Aft, Landlords and others ſhould 
preſent Treſpaſſers to Juſtice 3 and by the hundred and ninth A& 
of the ſaid Parliament , whereby it is ſtatute, that ſuch interpo- 
fed perſons, as take upon themto ſell theGoods of Theeves anddiſ- 
obedient Perſons and Clannes, that dare not come to publick Mer- 
cats in Low-lands themſelves,where-through, the exccution of the 
Ads made againſt Sorners; Clannesand Theeves is greatly impeded, 
{hall be pumiſhed in manner therem contained. Likeas, by the two 
hundred-and twenty ſeventh A& of King James the ſixth , Parlia- 
ment fourteenth, Ano, one thouſand five hundred and ninety four, 
entituled, For puniſhment of reef,theft,oppreſſion and ſorning, itis {tatute, 
that there may be a perfe& diſtintion by names and furnamcs be- 
twixt theſe that are, and deſire to beeſteemed honeſt and true men, 
and theſe who are, and are not aſhamed to be eſteemed Theeves , 
Sorners and Reſſettersof them in their wicked and odious crimes 
and deeds : That therefore there be a Roll and Catalogue made 
of 
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of all perſons , and the ſurnames therein mentioned fuſpettell of 
ſlaughter, theft, reef, reſiet of theft, or theeves, or forners, in man- 
ner therein mentioned : And that all Landlords atid Bailiffs bechat- 
ged to find Soverty , to make theirMen-tentients and Servatitsan- 
twerable to Juſtice, and to rediefs parties Kaithed ; and that the 
Chieftains of Clannes and principal ofthe Brahches and Hotiſhol- 
dersthereof, be charged for the relief ofthe Latidlotde; ir triantier 
therein contitred. Aridthat rig Landlord ſet his Land , nvr faffer 
the fame to be poſſeſt by any perfon, thatbeing of a Clan finds not 
ſoverty to retteve his Landlord 3 and if the otd ſhaft nvt rake 
the faid ſoverty, that kt ſhaftbe anfiverable to the grityed cri- 
minally or civilly, as if he had doh rlie deed'bitmferf : And that 
none of the faidsClannes or other brokert triewn;their Wives, Bairts, 
Heirs, Executors or a——__— fhatf have adtiotr crimitial br civil,

Our firſt Parliament, entitaled, A# for feppreffon of Thefts, + bbe- 
ries and Depredatiorrs, It isftarute, that whe oever opprefiion, 
Hereſhips, Theftsor ions ſhalt be committed withi Jafiy 


part of this Kingdom, the OwneroftheGoodsaway taken hall in- 
mediately give intimatiort thereof, after' the wen ef oboe 
ſame, by himſelfor ſorne in his attic; to the Shetiff of the Shige or 
his Depures, or any of Out Juſtices of Peice of Conſtables within 
the Paroch out of which the Goods are take , who uport intitia- 
rior: foreſaid, are inimediately ordained , under the pain of beiri 

lyable for the reftitutton of the Goods away rakert of the valu 

thereof, to command aff fenſible perſdris to concur in'the' purfate 
of the ſaids Goods and away takers thereof, under rht pain fore- 
fd if they diſobey. And if the ſtids Theeves ant Robbers that

fame , that they may underly the Law. And if the committers 
of the ſaids Crimes be ſo numerous and powerful, that they cannot 
be ſtopped by the Inhabitants of the ſaid Paroch 3 then and in that 
caſe, = whole fenſible perſons are oblieged x lr ſaid Act, under 
the pain foreſaid, to riſe in Arms and purſue them, and require all 
the fenſible perſons in any other Paroch they ſhall happen to pals 
through, to joyn withthem, under the pain and to the cficctfore- 
ſaid:And if the purſuer ofthe Goods, after allhis utmoſt endeavours, 
be not able to recover the ſame and apprehend the away takers; the 
Heretors, Wodſetters and Fewars of the Paroch where the Goods 
ſhall be found to be diſpoſed of or ſparpelled, are to be lyable for 
the value of the faids Goods , according to ther ſeveral Intereſts. 
And farther,by the forcſaid AC it is ſtatute, that the In-bringer of 
every Robber and Theef, after he is out-lawed and denunced Fu- 
gitive; ſhall have two hundred pounds Scots for every Robberand 
Theefſo in-brought as the ſaid Act, proportingdiversother Clauſes, 
atlength bears. And whereas,the Lordsof Our Privy Council,in pur- 
ſuance of the foreſaids Laws and As of Parliament, have found it 
neceſſar that not: onely the Landlords and Chiettains of Claunes, 
ſhall give Bond and, Caution for the ſecurity of the Peace, and 
quiet of the Hig hlands ; But alſo; that the Heads of the ſeveral 
Branches of Families of theſe Clannes, ſhall give the like Bond and 
Cautjon themſelves, and for , all they are lyable and obliegded to 
anſiver.for by the Laws and Adsof Parliament; as allo, forall theſe 
of their name deſcended of their Families. Andalbeit Our faids Laws 
and As of Parliament bemany, and moſt ample and effectual ro 
the iners forcſayd, or quicting .and ſecuri of the peace of the 
Highlands and Tiles, and yer ſtanding in full force; yet, the Inhabi- 
canGaud broken men within the faids bounds , being inured and 
accuſtamed to liberty. and licentiouſneſs upon occaſion of the late 
troubles, and by _y_ that during the ſame,theforefaids Laws have 
not been obſerved and put inexecutionz do ſtill preſume to forn, 
ſteal and oppreſs, and tocommitother inſolencies and diſorders, to 
the contempt of Our Authority, and to the great hurt, prejudice 
and diſcouragement of Our good people and Subjects. T herefore, 
We, with advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council, havethought 
fit to declare Our Royal intentionand reſolution, that the forelazds 
Ads of Parliament abovementioned, and all other Laws and Acts 
of Parliament and Aﬀs of Council, madefor quieting the High- 
lands and Iſles, and for preventing, repreſſing and puniſhing dil- 
orders within the ſame, ſhall be carcfully obſerved and put 1n exe- 
cution againſt all perſonsof whatſomeverquality, whoſhall betound 
to have contrayeened, or ſhall hereafter contravcen the faids'Ads, 
or any Head or Article thereof ;- aſſuring all Our good 45. way 1 
who ſhall find themſelves wronged, or grieved by any perſon or 
perſons Inhabitants within the Highlands and Ifles 3 and that upon 
application to the, Lords of Our Privy Council , they ſhall have 


Jaftice done to themwith allexpedition, and reparationand meh, 
contorm 
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conform toOur Laws and AGs of Parliament ; and that the Lords 
of OurPrivy Council will interpoſe their Authority , that the Sen- 
tences and Decreets that ſhall be givenand pronounced in favours 
of the ſaids perſons.cither by the ſaids Lords ofOurPrivy Council, 
orby Our Juſtice Genera), or by any other competent Judicatory, 
for any wrong, crime or oppreſſion that ſhall be committed againſt 
them by any of the Inhabitants within the bounds foreſaids , ſhall 
receive vigorous and-ſpeedy execution. And in purſuance of Our 
Royal reſolution , We, with adviceforcſaid , have ordained , that 
all Landlords and Bailiffs in the Highlands ſhall be charged to find 
ſufficient caution and ſoverty landed men in the In-counttey , to 
the contentment of the Lords of Our Privy Council, that they for 
themſelves, and all theſe for whom they are lyable and oblieged 
to anſwer by Our faids Laws and Ads of Parliament , ſhall keep 
Our peace ; andthat they ſhall not invade, trouble nor opprels any 
of Our Subjects in their Perſons , Lands, Poſlefſions , Goods nor 
Geer bnt by orderof Law and Juſtice ; and that they ſhall be an- 
ſwerable to Juſtice,and fatisfie parties skaithed conform to the Laws 
and Acts of Parliament, and under the painscontained therein, and 
alſo, under ſuch pecunial pains to be paid for Our uſe, as ſhall be 
appointed by the Lords of Our Privy Council, to be inſert in the 
Letters to be directed againſtthem : And We have ordained Letters 
to be directed againſt the faids Landlords and Bailiffs , charging 
them to find the ſaid caurion, under the pain of rebellion; And for 
relicfof the Landlordsand Bailifts who have found or ſhall find the 
ſoverty foreſaid, Letters are ordainedto be diretted, charging ſuch 

erſons in ſpecial as the faids Landlordsand Bailiffs ſhall grve in in 

ill, which are Vaſlals, Men-tennents or Servants tothem, to find 
catition acted in the Books of Our Privy Council, that they ſhall 
free and relieve the faids Landlords and Bailiffs of the faid caution 
and ſoverty found for them, under the ſaid pain of rebellion. And 
further, We, with advice foreſaid, have ardained , that the Land- 
lords, Bailifts, and Chicftains of Clannes contained ina Roll, (which 
isinſcrt in the end of this Our Proclamation) ſhall compear before 
the Lords of Our Privy Council upon thelaſt Thurſday of February 
next upon this preſcnt exigent for the year enſuing , and uponthe 
ſecond Thurſday of jzly yearly thereafter 3 and failzieing any of 
thcmby deceaſe; their Succeſlours in their Lands, Bailieries and Ju- 
riſdiftions within the Highlands, and theſe who ſhall be Chieftains 
ofthe ſaid Clannes for the time, ſhall be oblieged to appear before 
the Lords of Our Privy Council yearly , the faid ſecond Thurf- 
day of Jaly; Tothe effte&, that theſe whoarelyable to give ſoverty 
may find the ſame,if it be not already found,and that they may give 
new caution if need be ; and that the faids Landlords , Bailitfs and 
Chieftainsof Clannes may receive ſuch ordersand inſtruionsasthe 
faidsLords of Our Privy Council ſhallthink fitto give, for keep 
and preſerving the peace of the Highlands: With certification, that 
theſe whoſhal not appear thefaidlaſt Thurſday of Febrxary,and there- 
after the faid ſecond Thurſday of Juy yearly, before the Lords of 
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OurPrivy Counci), for their ablence and contumacy , thall be 
unlawed and ordained to pay, toticsquoties , fach fums as the faic's 
Lords of Our Privy Council ſhall appoint 3 and ordainsLetters of 
Horning, Poinding and others to be directed for the payment of 
the ſame ; and this Proclamation being once lawfully publiſhed 1 
manner after-mentioned , ſhall be ſufficient to oblicge the ſaids 
Landlords,Bailiffs and Chicftains of Clannes to appear yearly before 
theſaijds Lords of Our Privy Council, without any other charge or 
Citation, And further, We have ordained that rhe faids Landlords 
andBailiffs, at their firſt appearance before Our Privy Council,at the 
day aforeſaid and yearly thereafter, ſhall bring with them,and give 
in exa&t Liſts and Ralls of all the men living mtheir bounds above 
the age of ſixteen years 3 and if they ſhall failto give up any above 
the age foreſaid, they ſhall be eſteemed, cenſured and puniſhed as 
favourers and reſfſetters of Theeves and broken men. And becauſg 
it maybe pretended, that the faids Landlords,Bailiffs or Chicftains 
of Clannes, are or may be under Captionsfordebts , or ſome other 
civil cauſe, ſo that they cannot appear before the Council; There- 
fore, We, with advice forclaid, are pleaſed to grant protection to 
all Landlords, Bailiffsand Chieftains of Clannes,who al repair to 
Our Privy Council the ſaid laſt Thurſday of Febrzary next, and (e- 
condThurſday of Jaly theyear enſuing,or in any other year there- 
after,ingbedience to Qur ſaid Order and Proclamation,or whoſhal 
becharged to find-the caution forelaid, by vertue of Lettersdirct 
againſt them to that purpoſe : So that if they dwell within the 
hizes of Stirling, Dymthartonr, Perth or Argyl , they ſhall have Our 
proeron for | —_ days before, and fourteen days after the ſaid 
{t Thurſday of Febrvery next, and ſecond Thurſday of July yearly, 
and any.qther particular day to which they are cited to appear 4, 
finding the ſoverty fareſaid 3 and for twenty days before , and 
twenty days after, if they dwell in any other ofthe NorthernShires, 
during which time it ſhall not be lawful to any Meſſenger orother 
Officer or Magiſtrate , to take or apprehend any of the ſaids per- 
fons for debtor any other civil cauſe, by vertue of Lettersof Caption, 
or any other precept. or warrrand : Certifying all Our Subjects , 
and in ſpecial the Landlords,Bailiffs and Chieftains of Clannes and 
the Inhabitants within the Highlands:, that We and the Lords of 
Our Privy Council will proceed vigoroufly, and putin execution 
Our refolytion foreſaid, and the Laws and Acts of Parliament and 
Council concerning the Highlands and quicting thereof, and for 
preventing, repreſiing and puniſhing thefts, depredations, murders 
and other crimes, oppreſſion and diforders within the ſame, and re- 
pairing and red the skaith and prejudice done to Onrpeace- 
able and good Subjects. And thar all Landlords, Bailiffs and Chief- 
tains of Gannes comained in the faid Roll , who ſhall nor appear, 
* "before Qur Privy Council the faid laſt Thurſday of February , and 
ſand Thurſday of Jwy. next to come, and yearly thereafter, ſhakl 
becheemeld toQur Authority, and to the peaceand quiet 
theCountrey,. aud ſhall be highly fyned and unlawed for their 
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abſence and contumacy, and otherwayes puniſhed-as the ſaids Lords 
of Our Privy Council ſhallthink fit, and their fynes ſhall be uplif- 
ted for Our uſe:. And that all other Landlords, Bailifts and others 
within the Highlands, who ſhall at any time be charged upon Let- 
tersto be directed by Our Privy Council to find the faid ſoverty 
for themſelves , and their Men-tennents and Servants for whom 
they are anſwerable, and ſhall diſobey and not find the fame, ſhall 
be denunced to Our Horn, and thall be taken and incarcerate, and 
their eſcheats whole Goods and Geer ihall be intromitted with and 
uplifted for Ouruſe: And whenſoever any Theft , Depredations , 
Oppreſlions, or other crimes or diſorders ſhall be done or commit- 
ted by any Theeves, broken men or other Inhabitants within the 
ſaid Highlands, the pains contained in Our faids Lawsand Ads of 
Parliament, and in the Letters directed againſt the Landlords, Bai- 
- Jiffs and others for finding caution for themſelves , and theſe for 
whom they arc anſ{werable that they ſhall keep the peace , toge- 
ther with the reparation and redreſs due to the parties grieved, 
ſhall be ſevercly uplifted and exacted from the Landlordsand Bai- 
liffs, who are obliged to anfwer for theſe who ſhall commit the faids 
crimes and diſorders , and the delinquents and committers thereof, 
their Complices, Aiders, Refletters, and theſe who thall ſupply or 
intercommune with them , ſhall be called and purſued crimmally ; 
and being convicted, ſhal be cxamplarly puniſhed according to Law; 
and if they be abſent , they ſhall-be out-lawed and declared Fugji- 
tives and denunced , and ſhall be eſteemed and proſecuted as Re- 
bells and publick enemies toGOD, Our Authority, and Our true 
and faithful Subjef&ts, and purſued with fire and fword where ever 
they may beapprehended, without anycrime, pain or hazard tobe 
incurred by the doers thereof; And that We,” and the faids Lords 
of Our Council,will take all other waycs that ſhall be thought ne- 
ceſlary orexpedient to the end foreſaid , untill theſfaid Highlands 
befully quieted, and all Theeves , wicked, diſorderly and broken 
men be utterly rooted out and extirped. And farder , We with 
advice of the Lordsof Our Council have thought fit, and do here- 
by require and command the perſons aftermentioned, Heads of the 
ſeveral branches of Clannes,whoby reaſon of their mean condition 
are not able tocome in to Edinburgh and find caution, to cometo 
hreerlochy betwixt and the twenty day of November next, and there 
to give 1n bands of caution for themſelves, their Men-tennents, Ser- 
vantsand Indwellersupon thcir lands, and all of their name deſcen- 
ded off their family, to the Earle of Caithneſs, Sir James Campbel of 
Lawyers, James Menzies of Culdanres, orany two ot them, Who arc 
hereby commiſſtonate for recciving of the faidsbands conform to the 
liſt hereunto ſubjoyned 3. with certification to the ſaids perſons, 
or any of them who ſhall not compear before Our faids Commiſſio- 
nersbetwixt and theday foreſaid, or compearing ſhall refuſe togive 
in the ſaid band, they ſhal be called betore Our Council, purſued and 
puniſhedas fugitivesand outlaws, and diſturbers ofthe publick peace. 
And the ſaids Commiſſioners arc _y allowed togive them pro- 
, tection 
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teioninmanner and forthe ſpace foreſaid. And ordainstheſe preſents 
to be Printed, and publiſhed at the Mercat Crofles of the head Burghs 
of the ſeveral Shires of this Kingdom ; As alo , to be read at the 
whole Paroch Churches upon a Sabbathafter Divine Service, that 
none pretend ignorance. Given under Our fignet at Edinburgh, 
thetenth day of O&ober, 1678. and of Our rcign thethirtieth year.
